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HE Book of Pſalms has in all ages been deſervedly 
held in the higheſt eſteem by many, eminent for their 
genius and learning, and by ALL good men: Some have 


been charmed with that noble ſimplicity, yet ſublimity of 
thought and exprefſion, fo conſpicuous throughout the 
whole; — while others have not leſs admired them for the 
elevated ſtrains of devotion and yROPHETICAL alluſions ; 
the one calculated to ſooth and calm the affections, the 
other to edify and inftrutt in Cux1sT1aNn knowledge, by 


thoſe traits of the Meſhah every where delineated in them; 
which was, doubtleſs, the true motive of the Compilers of 


our Liturgy, in appointing the ro EX SA Ls. Vet it 
muſt be confeſſed, they are read as a part of the ſervice 
for the day often without being well underſtood, through 


inattention to the ſcope and deſign of the Prophet, and 


through ſome obſcurity as to their literal or PROPHETICAL 


meaning, not obvious on a curſory recital. 
This attempt to remove that obſcurity, and enable us to 


read with the underſtanding theſe divine hymns, by means of an 
improved tranſlation, with annotations, may have its uſe : — 


The rRO ER Plalms were choſen ſome years ago, as a ſpe- 


eimen for that deſign. And if a layman, engaged 1 in various 
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(a) 
other avocations, by pointing out a flower here and there, 
in this rich embelliſhed garden, ſhould be able to illuſtrate 


this ſubject in any tolerable manner, by employing a leiſure 
hour only occaſionally upon it, what might not be expec- 
ted from the joint labours of a learned clergy ? The truly 
learned Rev. Dr. Horne has lately done more in it than 


any one before him, i in his excellent Comment on the Book 
of Pſalms. 


It muſt be acknowledged, the little attention our ſtu- 


| dents now pay to the Hebrew language, and our ſmall {kill | 


or knowledge of the Hebrew poetry, have been great ob- 


ſtructions to our ſucceſsful progreſs, in illuſtrating the 
Pſalms : Yet, were the ſame diligent inveſtigation purſued, 


as the learned Dr. Lowth, the preſent biſhop of London, 
has ſheyn in his excellent tract, De Sacra Poęſi Hebraorum ; 


or were the ſame critical ſtudy and regard paid to the Pſalms, 
as we daily ſee beſtowed on the Greek and Roman claſſics, 
(tor which we entertain ſuch great prejudice, as the faſhion- 


able learning of the age,) no one can ſay what new light 
might not be thrown upon obſcure paſſages by the united 


abilities of ſo many learned men, this church and nation 


can produce ? If the biſhop has done ſo much towards 


explaining the ſenſe and meaning of the Pſalms, and the 
nature and beauty of the Hebrew poetry, (and he proves, 
that Job, Iſaiah, and the prophets wrote in verſe, and are 


to be divided into hemiſticks,) we may hope a ſtill farther 
progreſs, and new improvements and illuſtrations will take 
place by following .ſo able, ſo judicious, a guide : And 
though he ſeems to deſpair of finding out the meaſure of 
the Honey poetry, yet, on farther enquiry, it may be 

made

made appear in general to conſiſt of long and ſhort ſyllables 
alternately, ( Iambics and Trochaics,) as the lyric poetry of Or- 
pheus, Callimachus, and the oldeſt poets we know, did. It 


is much to be lamented, that in our ſchools and academies 
the original language of the holy ſcriptures has been, by a 


ſtrange miſtake, not to be accounted for, ſo ſhamefully ne— 
glected, whilſt the leaſt ſcrap or epigram of an old Greek 
poet has been eagerly fought after, and received with the 
greateſt avidity, 
Though the Hebrew is a language imple, and not difficult 
to learn; yet it is more natural and elegant than any other 
Janguage, becauſe more figurative and deſecriplive ; — is more 


ſtable and uniform, becauſe more radical; wm is more de- 


terminate and preciſe, becauſe more ideal; — above all, 


it is the very language, in which the title-deeds of our eter- 


nal ſalvation are written; it is, in a word, the hand-writing 
of Jehovah, traced out by his finger, on the tables of ſtone, 


the firſt alphabetical writing we read of. If God ſpeaks or 
writes, ſhould not man liſten with the profoundeſt attention, 
and ſtudy his language with the moſt earneſt application ? 
Shall Cxx1sT command, Search (the Hebrew) Scriptures,” 


and ſhall we refuſe? Shall his word, who commanded light 
into being, be negleQed, while the writings of man are 
extolled? © Shall man, in his ſtyle, be able to melt and 


flow, or to riſe aloft like a God; and ſhall not he, who is 


God, have wiſdom and utterance to make his doarine drop 


as the rain, and his ſpeech to diſtil as the dew ? Or has he 
not done fo? Aſſuredly, if he, who depreſt the valleys, 
and made the loſty mountains riſe, who hath meted out the 


heavens, and meaſured out the circle of the earth by his 
B underſtanding:

underſtanding; who knoweth the balancing of the clouds, 
and by whoſe knowledge the deeps are broken up, and 
clouds drop down their dew; — if uE ſpeaks, and has ri- 
vals preferred unto him, he will one day ſhew the difference, 
that is between the oratory of mortals, who mutter out of 
the duſt, and the infinite elocution of him, who is higher 
than the ſons of pride: If the negleQted Scriptures are his, 
they are, and muſt be full of glorious majeſty, and the bu- 
man race are exceeding guilty concerning them.” 
Every one knows, how far ſhort tranſlations, however 
good, are of reaching the full ſenſe of the original, eſpeci- 
ally in the oriental language, and on divine objects; — if 
we think it neceſſary often to conſult the originals of the 
Greek and Roman claſſics, to elucidate a doubtful paſſage, 
of little real importance; much more is it ſo in the Hebrew 
| Scriptures, of infinite concern to us, as can be abundantly 
proved. And hadearly writers in divinity attended to this, 
many errors in DOCTRINE would have beœen avoided, many 
obſcurities cleared up, and the CURISTIAN ſcheme, or the 
covenant of the ALz1m, for the redemption of man, made 
plain and eaſy to every capacity, and the enemies of our re- 
ligion ſilenced or put to ſhame. 
Me have had indeed a moſt ſplendid and obrrefi edition 
of the Hebrew Bible, in two volumes, folio, with the va- 
rious readings, publiſhed by the late Rev. Dr. Kennicot, of 
Oxford, encouraged by a moſt liberal ſubſcription of kings, 
princes, archbiſhops, biſhops, nobility, and clergy ; — every 
quarter of the globe was ranſacked for ancient MS. copies, 
and men of learning ſent, at the expence of ſome thouſand 
bows, to Spain, Rome, Germany, &c. to collate the va- 
| rious 


„ 
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rious readings in the ſeveral copies, manuicript and printed, 
to form a correct edition, with a view perhaps of a new 


tranſlation ſome time or other; but though many years are 


now elapſed, nothing is done: the new Hebrew Bible qui- 


etly ſleeps on the ſame ſhelf with the old editions in our 
public libraries; and ſome, who had formed great expec- 
tation of this work, finding the integrity of the printed He- 
brew text greater than was imagined, and the boaſted im- 


provements few, dropped their Hebrew ſtudies upon this 


diſappointment : But had thoſe, employed in this underta- 


king, applied themſelves with equal induſtry in ſtudying the 
genius of the Hebrew language, and tranſlating it in its right 
and full meaning, inſtead of hunting after literal errors and 


emendations in fix hundred old manuſcripts, with immenſe 
labour, though to little purpoſe ; they would have done 


more eſſential ſervice, and made vaſt improvements, ſtill 


left to the ſagacity and application of others, who it is de- 


voutly to be wiſhed, would ſoon and ſeriouſly engage in a 


work ſo neceſſary and ſo important. 

But the HEBREW Bible to many is ſtil] like a book ſealed ; 
and the language, through a wrong biaſs given to our edu- 
cation at firſt, and a prejudice inculcated in favour of Greek 
and Latin only, has been ſcarce ever taught, much leſs ſtu 


died in our ſchools and ſeminaries of learning: And we 


have thus learned to neglect what we have nat at firſt been 
inſtructed in, and to deſpiſe, what we are aſhamed to acknow- 


| ledge our ignorance of. But it is hoped, this will not long 


continue to be the caſe, as ſome late publications of He- 
brew Lexicons and Grammars, in Engliſh, will tend to 
remove the difficulties complained of by ſome ; and to fa- 


cilitate 


ED 


cilitate, even without any previous knowledge of Greek or 


Latin, the learning of this divine language by all, the rudi- 


ments of which are ſo eaſy to acquire, though the ſtudy and 


improvement of it may be the employment of our lives; 


happy for us if ſo well employed! The ſtudy, reading, and 


meditating on the Scriptures are, or ought: to be, the buſi- 


neſs of ſome part of our time every day. The late learned 
and pious Dr. Johnſon ſays, in one of his reſolutions, added 
to his © prayers,” I am reſolved to read the Scriptures 
every day, in ſome language, but of the Hebrew I doubt.” 


Here the good man ſeems to be undetermined as to the He- 
brew original, as not ſufficiently acquainted with the lan- 
guage ; which, I doubt not, he greatly lamented the want 


of, as he well knew, how much greater knowledge of the 
ſacred writings he ſhould have acquired, if he had been ablc 
to read them in the original. 

It is certain, many of the early Chriſtian fathers, men- 
tion with concern their ignorance of the Hebrew language. 


The Jewiſh rabbies threw every obſtruction in their way, by 
their inventions and points, to puzzle the Chriſtian learner ; 
and the popiſh monaſteries and academies continued in the 


ſame ignorance of it, till LuTHER, the reformer, revived it, 
and ſays, he preferred the knowledge of it to all worldly 


riches;“ and was followed, though ſlowly, by ſome . 


| divines. 
But St. Jerom was the firſt of the early Chriſtian wri- 
ters, who cultivated it. — In the preface to Eccleſiaſtes he 


ſays, © I have been obliged oftner than I wiſhed to ex- 


pound and dwell upon the Hebrew words, but how ſhall 
we be able to know fully the ſenſe, but by the words,” And 
in 
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in his Epiſtles, he tells us, that, „he inſtructed a certain 
pious matron, Paula, in the Hebrew language, and that 
her daughter, Euſtochium overcame the difficulties of the 


language in a very ſhort time, ſo far as to join her mother, 
in learning and ſinging the Pſalms in Hebrew.” The fol- 
lowing quotation from St. jerom, Epiſtle Ixxii. De vita 


Pauls, is very remarkable. Hebræam Linguam, &c. i. e. 
the was deſirous of learning the Hebrew, which I in part 
learned from my youth with much labour and application, 


and do not leave off learning it with indefatigable ſtudy, 
leſt I ſhould forget it: She acquired it fo well, as to ling 


the Pſalms in Hebrew, and to ſound forth the language 
without being miſtreſs in any degree of the Latin: Which 
| alſo we perceive at this = 64 in her pious . 


chium.” 
As the ſubjefts of the Pſalms are the moſt lofty and di- 


vine, and they are a continued prophecy of the life, ac- 
tions, death, reſurreQion, and aſcenſion of CHRISH ; and 


he and his apoſtles refer continually to the Pſalms, in proof 


of the truths concerning HI, how criminal muſt be our 


neglect in not ſtudying to read them with underſtanding, as 


they ought by us, who have the key of the New Te eflament 


in our hand, to open the prophetical deſign of each. This 
was attempted by former early writers, who properly un- 
derſtood and interpreted them ; however it came to be 
dropped by the moderns ; by whom the hiſtorical paſſages 
only of the life of king David are ſuppoſed to be deli- 


vered therein, The neglett of the original Hebrew ſeems 


to have occaſioned this in part; and as that revives, the 


other true interpretation will revive with it. 


As

As to the fublimity of theſe divine hymns, all ſeem to have 


agreed about it. The late Dr. Newton, the learned and 
worthy biſhop of Briſtol, an allowed good judge of poETI- 
cal compoſition, ſaid once, in converſation, * that the 
hundred and thirty-ninth Pſalm, on the omnipreſence of 
God, far exceeded every ode, ancient or modern, he had 


ever ſeen; antiquity could produce nothing equal to it, and 


that Mr. Addiſon's fine ſimile, in the Campaign, was in- 
debted to Pſalm 18. 10. for its beauty.“ 

It would be of great importance, towards underſtanding 
the Pſalms, if they were rightly divided into parts, eſpe- 
cially where many, as is often the caſe, are introduced as 
SPEAKERS, as is well obſerved by Dr, Kennicot, in Diſſert. 
Gener. added to the ſecond volume of the Hebrew Bible. 


Thus, in the ſecond. Pſalm, that moſt augufl prophecy of the 


 Mxss1an's coming into the world, © the Pfalmift begins, 
Jenovan then ſpeaks, the Mxss1an follows, and the 


Pfalmift concludes the hymn.” “ In the twenty- ſecond, this 
ſong of the Meſſiah, firſt ſuffering and praying, afterwards 


giving thanks and triumphing, you perceive from viewing 


the length of the hemaſtichs, the ene of his j joy. Vid. 


II. 63. 7. 1 
This diſpoſal of the Pſalms 3 into hon liche, if rightly mate, 


would recover many tranſpoſitions; which, in the proſe 
form of them, cannot be done. 


Gen. 4. 23. 24. is the moſt ancient piece of poetry in 
the world; and Exodus 15. the firſt ' and chiet of ſongs of | 
triumph or victory, in which Moſes and the children of 


Iſrael

Iſrael joined i in four parts. Moſes began, ver. 1. after- 


wards they all joined-in a grand chorus, thrice repeated, 
after ver. 3, 8, 13. and probably after the 17th ; the words 


of which chorus were thoſe in ver. 21; — and then the 


ſong ends in a moſt full chorus, in ver. 18. In like man- 
ner, in Pſalm 42 and 43, (one Pſalm, but ſeparated by 


ſome means,) a choru. occurs thrice ; and, in Pſalm 107, 


four times. Whoever reads theſe portions of ſacred poe- 
try, even with the moſt critical eye, muſt acknowledge re- 
peated inſtances of the true ſublime, which runs quite 
through the Pſalms in particular, 

The old Greek poets applied their poetical talents to ce- 
lebrate the unknown God in their hymns, as Orpheus, 
Callimachus, &c. and they had thence the name d, 
which Plato ſcems to have well underſtood ; who. baniſhing 
the poets out of his commonwealth, retained only the 
pryades, the writers of ſacred odes,” wiſely making a 
difference between them. The wiſe ſon of Syrach, c. 44. 


v. 5. ſays, © Our fathers were wiſe and eloquent in their 


inſtructions; ſuch as found out muſical tunes and recited 


verſes 1 in writing ;” alluding, no doubt, to the ſongs of Mo- 
ſes and the patriarchs, David. &c. 


PLATO calls PIN DAR beloy, S οννντν divine and moſt wile, 


and PLUTARCH, J. 8, Symp. Queſt. 1. ToM\Awy XX #0ANWY νννν 
bes pry; — with how much greater propriety may theſe 
appellations be given to the ſongs of Moles and the Pſalms 


of David; to whom Quintilian's encomium on Pindar is 


juſtly due: * He is the prince of lyrics, moſt happy in 
ſpirit, greatneſs, ſententious and figurative; and in his 


choice of words and things, his mouth, as it were, wich a 


* flood

flood of eloquence, pours forth nothing but things the moſt 
ſublime; and, like the ſwan, takes the higheſt flights, 
aſpires after things cœleſtial, commends to us divine.“ Let not 
the learned reader accuſe me of a too enthuſiaſtic venera- 
tion for theſe ſacred odes; others, allowed good judges, and 
men of conſummate abilities have taught me thus to admire 
them, and in terms equally ſtrong. 

St. Jerom has a fine paſſage on the beautiful ſublimity 


of the Pſalms, to recommend this ſtudy to every man of 


learning and taſte. Quid Pſalterio canorius ? quod in morem 
Flacci et Pindari nunc Tambo currit, nunc Alcaico perſonat, nunc 
Sapphico tumet, nunc Semipede progreditur? And in his Epiſ- 


tle to Paulinus Urbicus, he calls DAVID © his PIN DAR, his 


FLAccus, his SIMONIDES, CATULLUS, and SERENUS, 
ho ſounds forth CnRIST upon his lyre:“ et in Decachordo 
P/alierio ab inferis ſuſcitavit reſurgentem. And Joſephus ſays, 


David, in peaceable times, compoſed Hymns to God, In 


various meaſure.” 

There are expreſſions in the ben as well as the pro- 
phets, ſo ſublimely poetical, that, to compare them with 
the ancient Greek and Latin poets, might be an amuſing 


employ to our CLASSICAL IITERATI. Thus, Pſalm 17. 
8. Keep me as the apple (pupil) of thine eye,“ might be 
compared with what is reckoned a great beauty in Moſ- 


chus: | -

The Greek poet here mentions the eye as a precious part, 


the Hebrew the black part, the pupil uſelf, the moſt precious 
part of the eye. Pf. 17. 8. Thus uy ieee, Agua lanoſa, in 
Homer, water like wool ; 1, e. fwow; on which Euſtachius 
ER ______obſerves, 
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1 
obſerves, „ the old Greek poets ſeem to have borroweu 
this from the Hebrews, eſpecially David, who, in the 


Pſalms,” (Pf. 147. 16.) ſays, * he giveth ſnow as wool.” 
Many fimilar expreſſions occur, ſurpaſſing and need we 


wonder at it, as the writers of them were under the influ- 
ence of divine inſpiration) thoſe of the beſt poets. A Cam- 
bridge gentleman, of the laſt century, (a Mr. Bogan,) com- 
poſed a book, which he entitled Homerus Hebrarzans, in 
which are a thouſand ſuch inſtances. Thus the keavens are 
beautifully called “ the tabernacle, the tent, the canopy, 
of God ;” the earth his foot- ſtool; hght his garment ; thunder 
the voice of God ; lightning, his arrows ; the clouds, the cha- 
riot of God, riding on the wings of the whirlwind ; the 
NEIGHING of the war-horſe in Job, che thunder of his 
throat, &c. 

Sacred poetry, of all other, ſhould claim our r firſt regard : 
it inſirufs the mind as well as elevates the fancy; it profits as 
well as pleaſes us; it mends the heart while it moves the paſ- 


ſions. Who can read the fongs of Moſes, in Exod. 15. 


and Deut. 32. without animation? — the oldeſt poems and 


moſt ſublime: Or the ſong of Deborah, i in Judg. g, without a 


glow of triumph and joy? Who can peruſe David's la- 


mentation over Saul and Jonathan, without pathetic ſym- 


pathy for the ſeparation of ſuch true friendſhip? Or the 
lamentations of JEREMIAH, which ſeem to be wrote with a 
pen dipped in tears? What ſhall I ſay of the EVANGE“ͥ 
LICAL prophet Is AI Au, of Jos, DANIEL, and the other 
prophets, to excite a reader's attention, or ſtimulate the 
dull ſenſe of ſome to admire them juſtly, and peruſe them 


earneſtly and [requently, as part of their daily employ ? 
The 
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The Great JEHOVAH commanded his people, foreſee- 


ing the cold indifference and neglett, men would fall into 


in this reſpe&, to write his law over their door-poſts, to 


talk of it by the way, &c. to bind it as frontlets betwixt 


their eyes; and ſhall we be diverted from it now, by other 
idle books, fooliſh amuſements, and the carking love of 


riches, honours, or pleaſures, in which we conſume the 


greateſt part of our lives? — The PsALs are wilely made 


part of our divine ſervice, that we may always have before 


us a prophetical view of the Meſſiah's life, ſufferings, and death, 


for us to compare with the fulfilling thereof in the leſſons af 


the New Teſtament — that we may mourn with him in his 


humiliation and ſufferings, and £xvLT with joy at his tri- 


umphant conqueſt over death, {in, and Satan ; and his ex- 
altation to the right-hand of God, to be our Advocate and 


Interceſſor. Who can read Plalm 22 without heart-felt 
pity and emotion? So paſſionately deſcribing the pains of our 


_ crucified Savioun, at that agonizing hour? Or the proper 
P'ſalms for EAST ER and AscENSION-DAx without the molt 
rapturous joy ? We hear of nothing but ſinging and muſical. 
inſtruments, all joining in chorus to celebrate theſe grand 
days, infinitely beneficial to the human race. All is joy, 
Fleſtivity, and jubilation: And this ſhould be the chief part 
Now of our religious ſervice and worſhip, conſiſting of 


prayers, praiſes, and thankſgivings, to ſhew our cheerful ho- 


mage. And therefore our celebrating divine ſervice with 


ſinging, accompanied with the organ, in our churches, 
comes neareſt the ancient ulage and pattern. And one can- 
not but lament, that ah hymns, eſpecially ſome that might 
be mentioned, ſhould ever be uſed in any religious afſem- 

mo blies, 
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blies; inſtead of the Pſalms, which are ſo animating to ex- 
cite devotion, and fo inſtruftive. As to the total filence ' 


- obſerved in ſome meetings, this recedes ſo much from the 
7 plan of divine worſhip in our Bible, that deſtitute of thankſ- 
! givings and devout addreſſes to God, and having little ſigns 
of adoration, it betrays, at leaſt, a dull lifeleſs inſenſibility 


3 to joys of religious worſhip, fitter for the caves of Axcno-. 


- RITES and cells of hermits than the churches of Chriſtians, 
The truly learned biſhop Lowth, on Iſaiah, ſays, * the 
* word (Main mezmur., a pfaim, is the proper name in Hebrew for 
| verſe; i. e. for numerous metrical language; ſignifies to cut 
oif in branches or prune, to ling or play upon a muſical in- 
* ſtrument : Ceſura is the common idea, which prevails in all. 
3 It is peculiarly fit for muſic, with them the uſual concomi- 


tant of poetry, on occaſions of public joy, and in the moſt 


Wu offices of religion, performed by two choirs taking their 
parts alternately in each, Exod. 15. 20, 21. 1 Sam. 18. 6, 
7. Nehem. 12. 24. The regular form of the llanza and 


the paralleliſm of the lines in the Pſalms were well ſuited to : 


this purpoſe, and fell in naturally with the movements of 
© the voice, and of the inſtruments, and with the diviſion of 
the parts, between two ſets of performers.” 

This mode of celebrating divine worſhip is not unlike 
our cathedral-ſervice, which, well performed, as in the 


king's chappel, lifts the ſoul above all ſublunary things; 


and, as Milton well expreſſes it in 1 Penſeroſo; 
| — — — Wraps us into extacies, 
And brings all heaven before our eyes. 
There are five or {ix different wards for verſe and ſinging 
in the Hebrew, and fixtcen cr ſy entcen words for mulical 


inſtruments. 
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inſtruments, two or three of the pipe or flute kind, perfo- 
rated with holes; the harp, firuck with the fingers; the lute 


of ten ſtrings, decachordon ; the kenar or guitar; the horn, 


ſtrait like a bull's horn; alſo the trumpet, hetzhetzureth, a 
word of difficult pronunciation; a fine onomatopuia, convey- 


ing in its very ſound the breaks and reverberations of ſound 
of the trumpet or twiſted French horn: alſo the drum or 
labor (Tu?) a word for it, expreſſive of its ſound, a very 


old inſtrument of muſic ; — but of this enough. 


It 1s worthy of obſervation, that in the book of Pſalms 


there are ſeven or eight alphabetically diſpoſed, ſo that every 
firſt, fourth, or eigth verſe begins with the letters of the 


Hebrew alphabet in regular order, except now and then 
a letter is miſplaced or omitted. By this a divine autho- 
rity is given to the letters and order of the Hebrew lan- 


guage ; — the ground of all language is its alphabet and 
letters: This acquires hereby a ſanction and authority more 


than human. The lamentations of Jeremiah, except the 


laſt chapter, are diſpoſed in the ſame alphabetical order. 


Theſe Pſalms were ſurely ſo arranged, to help the memory, 
and to be particularly noted and recited in different parts, 


the change of perſon in the different verſes ſeeming to im- 


ply it; and each part hereby the more readily occurred to 


the memory. The Pſalms, ſo diſpoſed, are the 25th, 34th, 


111th, 112th, 119th, 145th, and alſo the 37th. 


Theſe alphabetical Pſalms may aſſiſt in finding out the 


metre or meaſure of the Hebrew poetry, the ſyllables 1 in a 
line being here confined to a certain number. Scaliger, in 
Animadv. ad Euſeb. p. 7, ſays, * Accedit potius ad tetrame- 


trum jambicum quam kexametrum heroicum. And though he 
obſerves, 


" obſerves, the modern Jews uſe the common meaſure or 
rythms of our days in their verſe ; yet the ancient pro-
